New Note to United States 
Virtually Settles Contro- 
versy Over Rates on Im- 


ports. 


WILLING TO RETURN

PARIS, Oct. 15.—The tariff con- 
troversy between France and the 
United States practically was set- 
tled by a note sent to the Amer- 
ican Embassy this afternoon and 
transmitted to Washington. 

France agrees in this note to re- 
turn temporarily, so far as Amer- 
ica is concerned, to the tariff in 


existence before the Franco-Ger- 
man trade agreement was made. 
Discussion of a permanent Franco- 
American commercial treaty can 
then follow. : 

If Washington accepts, as is be- 
lieved certain, American importers 
who have been hit by the high 
French duties due to the absence 
of.a Franco-American most fa- 
vored nation treaty will get the 
same tariffs as the Germans and 
others. 

The old rates, which France is 
willing to apply to the United 
States, were fixed in 1910. When 
France raised them in 1921 to pre- 
vent dumping of German goods at 
the time ef the German inflation, 
a special arrangement was made 
under which the United States was 
kept on the old basis. 

This situation, favorable 
American importers into France. 
continued until this September, 
when France under a new treaty 
gave Germany for the first time 
since the war most favored nation 
treatment. For eight years since 
the war, Germans had been in the 
Same unfavorable situation in 
which the new treaty placed the 
Americans. 

However, Americans have been 
only six weeks under the maximum 
tariff rates and most of this was 
covered by shipping in extra sup-

U. S. Officials Regard Tariff Con- 
troversy as Near Settlement.

prospect that the document would 
be decoded and available for con- 
sideration by Secretary Kellogg be- 
fore Monday. 

Officials refused to comment, but 
it was apparent they felt the tariff 
controversy was in a fair way 
toward friendly adjustment as a re- 
sult of the diplomatic exchanges.

WOMAN DOCTOR ADMITS 
FAKING CHANNEL SWIM; 


MOST.OF WAY 


Desire to Show Ease of Hoaxing Public Back 
of Prearranged Deceit, Says English 
Physician. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 15.—The News of 


the World will say tomorrow that 
Dorothy Cochrane Logan, London 


physician, in a confession to the 
paper, admits she did not swim the 
English Channel. 

The woman physician, whose 
record-breaking performance was 
announced Tuesday, in the reputed 
confession to the paper declared 
she had perpetrated the hoax to 
show it was easy to deceive the 
public and to show the desirability 
of establishing an international 
commission to supervise and certi- 
fy all channel swims. 

“It was a fake to end fakes,” the 
physician is quoted as saying. She 
swims under the name of Miss 
Mona McLellan and was widely 
hailed as the woman whose time of 
13 hours and 10 minutes bettered 
»the record of 14 hcurs and 31 min- 
utes held by Gertrude Ederle of 
New York. 

Her revelation is supported by 
her trainer, Horace H. Carey, and 
her good faith protected by a let- 
ter she wrote explaining her pur- 
pose before leaving Hythe, England, 
for Cape Gris Nez, France, where 
she was said to have started her 
swim. 

Dr. Logan, in making the disclos- 
ure, returned to the News of the 
World a check for £1000 which the 
paper had offered to the English 
woman who should improve Miss 
Ederle’s time. 

After entering the sea at Cape 
Gris Nez Monday afternoon, Miss 
Logan relates, she swam until she 
was beyond the sight of land or of 
any possible observation. Then she 
was taken into the boat which was 
convoying her, manned by her 
trainer and two other men  ac- 
quainted with the whole plan, she 
said. ; 

._Letter Reveals Her Plan, 

After telling her story to the 
News of the World and returning 
the check, Dr. Logan explained 
that the protective letter would be 
found locked in a hotel safe at 
Hythe. The letter was found as 
promised. It read: 

“I, Dorothy Cochrane Logan, 
hereby declare before leaving 
Hythe to start on my channel swim 
on Oct. 10, 1927, that I am not 
undertaking this swim for any per- 
sonal gain in honor or money. 

“If conditions are favorable, I 
hope to swim the éhannel in a 
straight forward and unassisted 
manner. If conditions are unfav- 
orable, I intend to get across some- 
how with the purpose of proving 
the necessity of independent um- 
pires to prevent possible abuses. 

“If my swim is successful with- 


out assistance, my trainer and my 
two pilots will make an affidavit 
with me to thig effect, if there is 
no press representative with us. If 
we have in any way faked the re- 
sult, we will publish the full facts 
within one month of this date. 
“If any money prizes should be 
awarded, I shall make no personal 
use of them until I have published 
the full facts. 

“(Signed) DOROTHY COCH- 
RANE LOGAN, M. D., D. 8.” 

Dr. Logan’s letter was witnessed 
by G. H. Woodward, L. &. M. N. 
Adams, Lieutenant-Contmander of 
the British Navy, retired, and 
Carey. 

On Boat Most of Time, 

The log kept by the pilot showed 
Dr. Logan was aboard the vessel 
eight hours and 50 minutes of the 
13 hours and 10 minutes that the 
: im lasted. 

Supporting Miss Logan’s story, 
Carey told of the difficulty of con- 
suming sufficient time to make the 
feat appear reasonable. Miss Lo- 
gan while on the boat suffered 
from nausea, which resulted in re- 
ducing her strength. 

“Some of the French people 
don’t believe we were ever at Cape 
Gris Nez,” Carey said. “We got 
to Gris Nez all right—and left it, 
too. Three miles out we struck a 
strong drift of tide, which carried 
us fast toward Calais, which was off 
our course. “foreover, the waters 
were desperately cold and general 
conditions too much for hu 
endurance over a long period. Out 
of sight of Cape Gris Nez Light, I 
took Dr. Logan from the water.” 

Tried to Avoid Ships. 

The convoy vessel, a fishing 
smack with a motor, loafed about 
the channel until dawn trying to 
keep to the course which the 
swimmer would naturally’ follow 
and trying to avoid other craft. 

“A few minutes before 6 a. m. 
we were off South Foreland Light- 
house, not more than three miles 
away,” Carey continued. “On the 
open deck in broad daylight in full 
view of any binoculars that might 
have been turned upon us from 
Dover or Folkestone, ] greased Dr. 
Logan for the second time. The 
ebb tide was flowing strongly when 
she re-entered the water and swept 
us past Dover toward Folkestone.

Interrogated until early. this 
morning by the police, Bebi con- 
fessed that he purchased a five- 
chambered revolved in, Rome, 
where for several years he had at- 
tended the Monte Marino College.

SAYS COOLIDGE IS WORKING

Country Wants Haugen Bill, But

The Veiled Prophet Queen of 
1927 will wear a real crowny not a 
golden bandeau with a miniature 
crown of diamonds and pearls at- 
tached to it, as have her predeces- 
sors.

From the Boston Transcript. 

F one of the arts of the o! 

housewife ts the baking of the 
bread, further evidence is at hand to show 
that the old-fashioned housewives are few 
The witness in the case is 
Henry Stude, president of the American 
Bakers’ Association. Speaking at the so- 
ciety’s convention in Chicago he said that 
commercial bakers supply 80 per cent of 
the bread consumed in the United States 
To fill the bread baskets of the nation. is 
he estimates their capacity, requires 12,- 
240,000,000 loaves a year. Baking has be- 
come one of the country’s first six indus- 
tries. ““The annual] bakery bill of American 
housewives,”” said Mr. Stude, “is $1,617,- 
000,969. Of the total bakery bill something 
like $700,000,000 goes for bread, rolls and 
coffee cake.”’ 

Other evidences of the separation of the 
housewife from the bread board are not 
lacking. They are to be found in the ad- 
vertisements,of breads of many names; ‘n 
the glimpses of great bakeries along the 
right of way of a railroad where raw m.2- 
terials may be received from the cars and 
shipments to distant points be made easy, 
in the display of bread wherever food is 
sold. The traveler is reminded of the new 
order in the baking of bread when at a lit- 
tle station in Washington County. Maine. 
he sees bread from a Boston bakery 399 
miles away unloaded for distribution among 
the vilage homes.

Storm Not Especially Severe. 

“The storm is not thought to 
have been a severe one froma 
meteorological standpoint. The ba- 
rometric trace at St. Louis Univer- 
sity did not show the great pressure 
fall that was shown at the Weather 
Bureau in the tornado of May, 
1896, and the wunlversity is not 
much more than a fourth of a mile 
from the center of the storm’s path.

The tornado not only has a 
whirling motion, but it also has a 
forward motion. In short, K isa 
whirling funnel, moving forward at 
great velocity, and in the center of 
it is a partial vacuum, because 
centrifugal force drives the air 
away from the center and toward 
the rim. The forward motion of 
tornadoes is known to exceed a 
| velocity of 100 miles an hour, and 
'the whirling motion has been e¢al- 

“ulated to reach a velocity of more | 
‘han 400 miles an hour. 
Explosive Force of Vacuum. 

To these twin destructive forces 

‘is added a third—the explosive 
‘force released by the partial vacu- 
'um in the center. To understand

The Delaware Water Gap. 
Rounding a curve north of the 
industrial and college town of Eas- 
ton, the tourist suddenly realizes 
that before him a cleft in the sky- 
line is the far-famed Delaware 
water gap. The highway pene- 
trates the gap, close beside~ the 
rock-strewn Delaware River and 
shadowed. by the ancient rounded 
mountains of New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, through which the 
stream forced its way in a past 


age. The curving strata of rock 
the hillsides show are interesting. 


Almost imperceptibly the trail 
rises in altitude in the Pocono 
Mountains, a popular resort sec- 
tion, and several times the Dill- 
boards of a thoughtful State show 
heights of 2000 feet or so. There 
are thick woods of light timber, 
somewhat resembling the Breton 
country of New Hampshire.

Last of $60,000,000 Bond Issue 
Roads Runs From Bloom- 
ington to Champaign. 


BLOOMINGTON,, lll, Oct. 46.~— 
Route 39, Bloomington to Cham- 
paign, the last road under the 
$60,000,000 Illinois road bond ia- 
sue, was completed this week, and 
will be thrown open to traffic 
within 30 days. This road eon- 
nects with Route 10, Champaign 
to Danville, and is the shortest 
line from Central Tilinois to Indi- 
anapolis. It connects at Bisoom- 
ington with Route 9 for Peoria and 
points in Western Lllinois, 

When the map of the first bond 
issue was made at Springfield, 
Route 39 was not included, but 
strong influence was brought to 
bear and, at the last moment, was 
added. It is a cuvtous coincidence 
that it was also the last to be con- 
structed. Thig delay is explained 
in. part by the fact that Route #, 
a parallel road, extending from 
Bloomington to Paxton was given 
precedence, the iatter. furnishing 
an autlet to Champaign and Dan.- 
ville in connection with other hard 
roads, although with greater mile- 
age than via 39. . The latter road 
follows closely the old Indian trai 
which the first settlers followed 
when they trekked into Central 
Illinois from Ohio and Indiana in 
covered wagons. more than 100 
years ago. 

Due to its connection with the 
Indiana main road from Danville 
to the Hoosier capital, it is ex- 
pected that 39 will become one of 
the most popular of the transcon- 
tinental lines for motor traffic be- 
tween the East and West via Cer.

LEONARDTOWN, Maryland. 
HEN they buried 
Charles P. Gund- 
lach here the other 
day, the citizens of 
this town placed 

above his grave a 
huge cross. in- 
ile with an in- 
flammatory e p I- 
taph. 

‘Here,’ said the inscription, ‘‘lies a 
victim of fanaticism.’’ 

That legend pretty accurately re- 
flects the sentiment aroused in this 
community by the death of the aged 
farmer, who was shot down on his 
doorstep by four Federal prohibition 
agents when he resisted their attempt 
to raid his home without a search war- 
rant.

called it justifiable 
They said Gundlach fired 
on them first, severely wounding one 
of them, and that he was killed in the 
ensuing fight. But the citizens here- 
abouts call it murder. So does the 
Slain man’s widow. According to her 
story, which has been well substanti- 
ated by other evidence, one of the of- 
ficers approached close and leisurely 
shot the 77-year-old Yarmer through 
the head after he had fallen wounded 
and helpless.

They have not even been suspended 
from authority, and when they ap- 
peared in court recently for a prelim- 
inary hearing their revolvers. still 
bulged under their coats.

First word of the killing of Gund- 
lach came when J. Randolph Brewer 
of Bryantown, Maryland; Dano M. 
Jackley of Washington, District of Co- 
lumbia, and Robert S. Cornet Jr. of 
this town came rushing into St. Mary's 
General Hospital here with John T. 
Fisher, who, they claimed, had been 
shot in the leg during a raid. 

After leaving Fisher at the hospital 
they notified the Federal authorities 
they had conducted a raid during the 
afternoon on the home of Gundlach, 
about eight miles from here, and it 
had ended in a pistol battle, in which 
Gundlach had been killed.

led the raid, produced a shotgun 
and a pistol which, he said, had been 
used by the farmer in his fight. State's 
Attorney Philip H. DorseW¥ was called 
in on the case, and the entire affair 
was placed in his hands.

HE officer had fallen on his face 
and was suffering intense pain, 
but nevertheless reached to his 
hip and managed to drag out his re- 
volver. Propping himself up on one 
arm, he began to return the fire. 
Meanwhile, behind him, his three com- 
panions had also dropped to. the 
ground, and Brewer and Jackley had 
drawn their guns. Cornet was not 
armed. 

The old man, by this time, had dis- 
carded the shotgun, according to 
Brewer's story, and had drawn a re- 
volver. He stood on the porch, mak- 
ing no attempt to protect himself, 
blazing away at his attackers, Brewer 
said. 

For several minutes the battle con- 
tinued. Aim as they would, it seemed 
impossible to send their bullets home. 
But finally Gundlach stopped firing, 
stood poised on the edge of the steps 
for a moment and then sank to a sit- 
ting posture, his back against the 
house. The agents, in turn, ceased 
firing, Brewer said, and while two of 
them took their wounded companion 
(Fisher) back to the car, he (Brewer) 
went on up to the house.

That was the story told by 
Brewer to the State’s Attorney, and 
to the court in the preliminary 
hearing. But it differed sharply from 
that told by Mrs. Gundlach. Weeping, 
she told the court that Brewer had 
found her husband only slightly in- 
jured and had fired point blank at his 
head. It was her story, from which 
she could not be_ shaken, that 
aroused the town and community. 

She and her husband were in the 
kitchen, she testified, when they saw 
the car drive up to the rear of the 
house, and saw Fisher get out. 

‘Two weeks ago,” she related, ‘‘they 
tore our house to pieces, and Charlie 
told me they weren't going through it 
again unless they had a warrant.”’ 

When Fisher got out, Mrs. 
lach related, her husband said: 

“Fanny, get me that. shotgun. 
They're not coming in this time.’’

She gave him the weapon, she told 
the court, and watched the shooting 
through the window. Fisher, she said. 
kept coming toward the house, regard- 
less of her husband's warnings, and 
finally, when he was only about 100 
yards away, Gundlach pulled the trig- 
ger.

Mrs. Gundlach said she saw Fisher 
drop, saw the three other agents come 
up behind him, and watched Fisher as 
he propped himself up on one elbow 
and joined in the battle.

Charlie showed him up two weeks ago 
before his chief; told the chief that 
this skunk was taking money to lay 
off some of the other stills in the 
neighborhood, and Brewer was sore.

HAT was the widow's story, and 

she clung to it without faltering. 
Her account was direct and co- 
herent. She held up without the 
slightest wince or mistake during a 


merciless cross-examination from the 
attorneys of the prohibition agents. 


T have nothing to hold back.” she 
said. ‘“‘They shot my Charlie because 
théy thought he had a still. They 
didn't find it, and they won't find it. 
He didn’t have one. And this Brewer 
saw his chance to do away with him. 
80 he killed him.’’ 


Mrs. Gundlach said that  dur- 
ing the former raid on their 
home, which was led by Deputy 
Commissioner Robert D. Ford of the 
prohibition enforcement division of 
Lower Maryland, she and her husband 
told Ford his men were receiving pay 
from others in the neighborhood, who 
were running stills, and declared the 
reason thelr own place was being 
raided was because they had refused 
to bribe the agents. 

Ford, without waiting even to get 
back to Leonardtown, called Brewer to 
the scene and confronted him with 
the charges, which, of course, were de-

nied. Gundlach, 
however, derided 
Brewer for his ab 
leged dishonesty 
and the agent, according to the widow, 
intimated that he would get even. 

When, in the preliminary hearing, 
the three prohibition men were que 
tioned in regard to this incident, they 
refused to answer. 

Investigation, however, tends to bear 
out Mrs. Gundlach’s story. The autop 
sy showed four bullets passed through 
the aged farmer’s body—through the 
foot, the groin, the flesh on the side 
of the chest and the last through the 
head. The first three, it was declared 
by the physicians, were apparently 
fired from some distance. The bullet 
that passed through his head, how 
ever, was fired at close range, they 
testified. 

It was this last shot, according 
the Coroner, that caused death 
Neither of the other three could have 
ended the man’s life, except by causing 
an infection. 

But the most important bit of evr 
dence was the fact that the States 
Attorney found, imbedded in the wall 
where Gundlach was sitting, a blood 
covered bullet—apparently the one 
that had passed through his head. Im 
bedded with it was a bit of flesh and 
bone, which it had carried along as it 
passed through his skull. This bullet 
was found about two and a half 
feet above the floor, at exactly the 
place the man’s head would have 
come, according to his widow's story. 


FTER the shooting, according 
Ae Mrs. Gundlach, Brewer ¢a 

tered the house and went about 
searching for liquor or a still. Sbée 
tried to beat him away with her fists, 
but he pushed her aside. 

“You had =no~7 warrant,” she 
screamed. 

“That's true enough,” replied Bre¥ 
er, ‘but we don’t need one. Were 
Federal officers.”’ 

Authorities declare that Brewer, im 
mediately after the passage of the pr& 
hibition amendment, was well know® 
as a bootlegger but that several year 
ago he gave that up and became ap in- 
former for the prohibition unit. 

Knowing the inside of the profet 
sion and all those engaged in the bus! 
ness in that section, the State’s Attom 
ney declares, it was an easy matter for 
Brewer to get evidence, but, strangely 
enough, he _ furnished comparatively 
little of it. 

Although he claims to have made 
little money as a_ »bootleggef, the 
State's Attorney declared Brewer has 
apparently been very prosperous @8 88 
Informer, and, although he was gives 
only $2 for each case he made, he 
dressed well and spent money lavishly. 

After serving for about a year 88 as 
informer, he was promoted to the rank 
of Federal agent. 

Meanwhile, with preparations for 
the prosecution under way, the eros 
above Gundlach’s grave with its legend 
of accusation stands gaunt and 
and ominous in the cemetery.

LONDON. 

HE STORY of an 
amazing English 
woman who made 
kings and pacified 
Arab tribes, who 
ventured where no 
white woman had 
ever gone, who

at last been told. 

In the letters which she wrote to her 
family and to friends, published here 
the other day, the long, sustained 
drama of Gertrude Bell's life is fully 
revealed for the first time, more than 
a year after her death. 

The narrative reads rather like a 
modern Arabian Nights tale, the Tale 
of the Thousand and Second Night, one 
critic of the book has called it. And 
this is particularly apt, for the drama 
of the latter part of Gertrude Bell's 
life centered about Bagdad, where the 
Arabian Nights hero, Calif Haroun-Al- 
Rashid, held sway. It is not a little 
incongruous that an English spinster 
should be the heroine of this twentieth 
century Arabian Nights tale. 

Imagine this thin-faced, rather im- 
petious-looking English woman, the 
daughter of Sir Hugh Bell, the Im- 
mensely wealthy itronmaster and col- 
liery owner, on a mountain side, under 
the moon, in the country of the Druses 
in Syria. The Druses are going forth 
to battle. They stand in a circle in 
the moonlight, “singing a terrible 
song.’

Maker in the Land of th 
Arabian Nights

LONDON. 

HE STORY of an 
amazing English 
woman who made 
kings and pacified 
Arab tribes, who 
ventured where no 
white woman had 
ever gone, who

In the letters which she wrote to her 
family and to friends, published here 
the other day, the long, sustained 
drama of Gertrude Bell's life is fully 
revealed for the first time, more than 
a year after ner death. 

The narrative reads rather like a 
modern Arabian Nights tale, the Tale 
of the Thousand and Second Night. one 
critic of the book has called it. And 
this ig particularly apt, for the drama 
of the latter part of Gertrude Bell's 
life centered about Bagdad, where the 
Arabian Nights hero, Calif Haroun-Al- 
Rashid) held sway. It is not a little 
incongrueus that an English spinster 
should be the heroine of this twentieth 
eentury Arabian Nights tale. 

Imagine this thin-faced, rather im- 
perious-looking English woman, the 
daughter of Sir Hugh Bell, the im- 
mensely wealthy ironmaster and col- 
Nery owner, on a mountain side, under 
the moon, in the country of the Druses 
in Syria. The Druses are going forth 
to battle. They stand-in a circle in 
the moonlight, ‘singing a terrible 
song.’ Half a dozen step into the cir- 
cle, each shaking his club or his sword 
in the face of those standing around 

“*Are you a good man? Are you 
Valiant?’ they shouted,” Miss’ Bell 
wrote. ‘‘‘Ha! Ha!’ came the answer 
and the swords glistened and quivered 
in the moonlight. Then several came 
up to me and saluted me. ‘Upon thee 
be peace!’ they said. ‘The English 
and the Druse are one,’ I said. ‘Praise 
be to God! We, too, are a fighting 
race.

in the face I lay looking north. It

asleep, what had happened I real- 
ized that the whole world was dark, 
and. turning around, saw the last limb 
of the moon disappearing in a total 
eclipse. So I lay watching it, a won- 
derful sicht. the dise just visible, a 
dull and angry copper color 


ad THE bazaar a few hundred 


yards away everyone was drum- 
ming with sticks on anything 
that lay handy, to scare away the 
devil which cut the moon, and, in- 
deed, they ultimately succeeded, for, 
a long, long time, the upper 
of the moon reappeared and 
the devil drew slowly downwards, 
angry still with deep red tongues and 
wreaths projecting from his copper- 
colored body, and before I had time 
to sieep again the Ramadhan moon 
had once more extinguished the shin- 
ing of the Bear. But as for people 
who read of these things in thei 
almanacs and knew to a minute when 
to expect them, I think nothing of 
them and their educated sensation 
With the close of the War there 
arose the problem of a govern- 
ment for the newly created king- 
dom of Iraq. placed under a Brit- 
ish protectorate by the League of Na- 
tions. Miss Bell's work became in- 
creasingly difficult She was given 
promotion after promotion and finally 
made Oriental Secretary to the High 
Commissioner, which meant that she 
was the link between the East and the 
West. Popularly she won the title of 
“Unerowned Queen of Arabia."" There 
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are indications that she was beginning 
to feel the climate and the effects of 
hard work. But as to homecoming: 
“No, I am not coming back yet. 
It will be so difficult to pick up life 
in England; I dread it.” 

“The Arabs,’ she wrote in 1920, 
“come to me not only for advice on 
immediate conduct, but in order to 
ask about the future ‘But what do 
you think, Khatun?’ (Arabic for ma- 
dam.) i. ‘*T fee) quite clear,’’ she 
adds, “in my own mind that there is 
only one workable solution, a son of 
the Sharif, and for choice Feisal: very 
very much the first choice.’’ 

She worked tirelessly for Feisal, us- 
ing her influence with the shelks of 
the various tribes and impressing her 
view on the British authorities. 

‘I am having by far the most inter- 
esting time of my life,’ she wrote at 
this period, ‘‘and thank heaven I am 
now well and can grapple with it ade- 
quately. The Franco-British Declara- 
tion has thrown the whole town into 
a ferment It doesn’t happen often 
that people are told that their future 
as a State is in their hands, and asked 
what thev would like. hey are all 
talking, and mercifully they all come 
in to me with the greatest eagerness 
to discuss what they think.’ 

At the close of the same year shir 
sent to the Foreign Office in London 
he firat government report or ‘White 
Paper, ever written by a woman. It 
caused a sensation, and she wrote vack 
home 

“Tl hear there's a fandango about 
my report. The general iine taken 
by the press seems to be that it's mos!

‘No one can doubt what my relations 
are to the British, but we must settle 
our affairs ourselves.’ He looked at 
me again and I! held out my two hands 
clasped together as a symbol of the 
union of the Arab and British govern- 
ments.’ 

“We've got our King crowned,” she 
was able to write. ‘“‘But you may rely 
on one thing,’’ she added, in a later 
letter, ‘‘I'll never engage in creating 
kings again; it’s too great a strain.” 

Of the coronation ceremony, she 
wrote: | 

‘‘Feisal looked very dignified but 
much strung up—it was an agitating 
moment. He looked along the front 
row and caught my eye and | gave 
him a tiny salute. Then Saiyad Hu- 
sain stood up and read Sir Percy's 
proclamation in which he announced 
that Felsal had been elected King by 
96 per cent of the people of Mesopo- 
tamia, long live the King! With that 
the flag was broken on the flagstaff 
by his side and the band played ‘God 
Save the King’'—they have no na- 
tional anthem yet. There followed a 
saiute of 21 guns It was an 
amazing thing to see all Iraq, from 
north to south gathered together. It 
i¢ the first time it has happened in 
history.’

At long last, in July, 1925, she came 
home, and medica! advice was against 
her returning to the Bagdad climate 
Hut, nevertheless, she returned to the 
East in the autumn and the arrange- 
ment of the Bagdad Museum occupied 
much of her time. She was very ill 
in the winter that followed With pleur- 
isy. and the {illness and—déath of a 
much-beloved brother caused her the 
keenest anxiety and grief. 

In striking contrast to her life, she 
died peacefully in her sleep on July 
14, 1926, at the age of 68. She was 
buried in the Bagdad she had loved.

SON WILSON, the 

noted British .sur- 

geon and student 

of anesthetics, was 

found dead in his 

laboratory a short 

time ago. The 

doors of the room 

-. were locked, and 

when the physician was discovered he 

was lying on the floor before a ma- 

chine used for administering gas mix- 

tures and an anesthetifing mask was 

on his face. It seems to be a matter 

of certainty that his end had come as 

he conducted an analgesic experiment 

upon himself. Dr. Wilson, then, takes 

his place among the men who have 

been martyred trying to ease the mis 
ery of others. 

So, from the beginning of modern 
anesthesia, has tragedy come to those 
mainly responsible for the discovery 
and practice of anesthetics and the 
promulgation of the good work. Mar- 
tyrdom has not always come in the 
form of death through experiment, but 
men have been swept to the point of 
dispatching themselves, their ambi- 
tions and their deeds jeered at by the 
mob, their practices ruined and their 
souls sore. 

It has, obviously, always been the 
aim of the medical science to alleviate 
or dispel human suffering and to re- 
turn to a state of health those afflict- 
ed. To accomplish those ends it is 
often necessary to put the knife or 
some other surgical instrument into 
play and the result was that the pa- 
tient of years past was in for a turbu- 
lent period. 

Since ancient days it was the ambi- 
tion of the medicos to discover some 
manner of putting the patient, about 
to be operated on, in an analgesic 
state, a state wherein he would not 
be aware of the pain of the operation. 
The primitives attempted to obtain lo- 
cal anesthesia by pressure on nerves 
or arteries. Sometimes opium prepa- 
rations were applied locally; the early 
Chinese and Egyptians are believed to 
have been familiar with the pain-re- 
lieving qualities of Indian hemp, while 
the cocoa leaf and cocaine were known 
to the Incas of Peru for their anal- 
gesic properties. 


UT it was the discovery of ni- 
Bees Oxide, or “laughing gas,” 

and the widespread use of ether 
as an attempted treatment for disease 
that made posBible the finding of mod- 
ern anesthetics. 

Down in the village of Jefferson, in 
Georgia, lived one Crawford W. Long, 
a physician engaged in rural practice. 
He had studied medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and he had 
been greatly impressed by the warn- 
ings of his professors never to publish 
any medical discovery until it had 
been completely verified to the satis- 
faction of science. 

Now, in the 1830's laughing gas jags 
had come to be the gentle sport of 
many of the people of the nation. The 
good citizens of the village of Jeffer- 
son, in Georgia, yearning to celebrate 
in the manner of the times, approached 
Doctor Long and asked him, what 
with his being an accomplished and 
duly ordained medico, to make for 
them the sweet preparation which 


would bring joy and gayety to their 
bucolic midst. 
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NOTHER MARTYR TO 


ANESTHESIA 


Dr. Sidney Wilson’s Death While Attempting 
to Find a New Mixture of Gas and Oxygen 
Adds One More to the Long List of 
Scientists Who Sacrificed Themselves That 
Others Might Endure Operations Painlessly. 


It was impossible 
for Doctor Long to 
aid his clients with 
the nitrous oxide. 
For, he explained 
to them, he could 
not prepare the 
laughing gas as he 
had not the requis- 
ite -apparatus. He 
suggested, however, 
that instead they 
found their jocosity 
on ether, a chemical 
used in other parts 
of the country with 
as much effect and 
quite as great suc- 
cess as @ means to 
make the  weikin 
ring. 

The natives 
thanked him for 
his advice, procured 
the ether, and “eth- 
er frolics’” became 
the custom in Jef- 
ferson and the adjacent territory. The 
excellent Doctor Long, joining with 
his patients in their ether activities, 
noted that after they were over he 
often found bruises upon his body, but 
he could not recall having been aware 
of any pain whiie under the influence 
of the drug. Likewise did he observe 
that his friends, too, received hard 
knocks which gave them no distress 
in their artificial state, knocks that 
at any other time would have caused 
them to make more or iess strenuous 
comment on their ill-luck. 


ROM such experiences and ob- 
J servations the physician came to 

believe that ether might make an 
excellent drug wherewith to accom- 
plish anesthesia. He first used the 
chemical for that purpose on March 
30, 1842. One James Venable, a gen- 
tleman suffering from a tumor on the 
back of his neck, was the subject. 
Venable was one of those who gloried 
in the ether frolics, oft had he sniffed 
the fumes in an effort to bring to his 
sOul the gayety which would result 
therefrom. So it was without diffi- 
culty that the progressive Doctor Long 
persuaded him to partake of the fumes 
of the drug before the operation on his 
afflicted neck. 

A towel was soaked in ether, it was 
then placed under the Venable nos- 
trils, that gentleman sniffed aa direct- 
ed, and Doctor Long removed the an- 
noying growth without pain to his 
patient. The charge was $2. 

Long then continued to follow this 
practice in surgical cases: he men- 
tioned his method and his success to 
the physicians of the neighborhood. 
but he made no other move to spread 
the word. Anesthesia was kept to that 
particular part of Georgia wherein 
Doctor Long practiced; no effort was 
made to acquaint the rest of the world 
with the doctor's success. 

At the same time, in the city of 
Hartford, Connecticut, lived Horace 
Weils, a dentist interested in the then 
fantastic problem of pulling teeth 
Dainlessly. Witnessing a demonstra- 
tion of nitrous oxide, Wells saw that 
the person under its influence felt no 
pain. The demonsfration was purely 
an academic affair: it was to disclose

thé chemical! properties of the gas; the 
relation of nitrous gas to pain-reliev- 
ing was in no way part of the show. 

But Wells, noting its analgesic ef- 
fect, noting how the subject receiving 
the gas was temporarily divorced of 
feeling, went to the demonstrator aft- 
er the performance and asked that he 
place him (Wells) under its influence 
while another dentist extracted one of 
his teeth. The business was gone 
through according to Wells’ instruc- 
tions and the experimenting Wells 
joyously proclaimed that no pain had 
possessed him during the operatior. 
This important experiment occurred 
on December 11, 1844. 

Doctor Wells now began the use 
of nitrous oxide gas in his work. 
It resulted in high success, and in 
1845—the year after the experiment 
upon himself—he arranged for a dem- 
Onstration of the anesthetic qualities 
of the gas before the surgeons of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital! at Bos- 
ton. Wells was optimistic, nothing 
but success had graced his efforts at 
anesthesia; he believed he had found 
a great boon for humanity. 


HE experiment before the sur- 
geons was begun. But the in- 
haler by which the gas was 
given was apparently removed too 
soon, the patient cried with pain and 
Wells became an object of ridicule. 
Under the stinging rebuke of impos- 
tor, under the jeering reproaches 
of both physicians and laymen, the 
observant and worthy dentist returned 
to his home. 

He continued to give the gas. pri- 
vately, to his patients, but brooding 
over his undeserved stigma turned his 
mind. In 1848, insane, he killed him- 
self. He, who had first attempted to 
popularize a capable anesthetic, be- 
came anesthesia’s first martyr 

Now, one of those who had heard 
with interest of Wells’ experiments 
was Doctor William T. G. Morton, an- 
other dentist, and a Bostonian. For 
a long time Doctor Morton had been 
interested in the subject of surgical 
operations made painless, but the ap- 
parent failure of Wells at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital caused him 
to give up further thought of nitrous 


oxide as the solace which he sought. 

Morton, at the time, was assistant 
to Dr. Charles T. Jackson, a _ well- 
known physician, chemist and geolo- 
gist of Boston. Morton talked with 
Jackson about his ambition to discov- 
er some painless means of surgery. 
and they decided that ether might 
meet the need. Morton at once began 
an intensive study of the drug and 
read all he could find on it. 

He then began experiments on ani- 
mals. One of his subjects was a wa- 
ter spaniel. The dog’s head was held 
over a plece of cotton saturated with 
ether. Presently the anima] sank to 
the floor as though it were dead. and 
for two or three minutes it remained 
insensible to pinches or to kicks. A 
small slit was taken from its ear. 
There was no sign of pain, and a few 
minutes later the animal was playing 
with his master in customary fashion. 
This occurred in June, 1846, four 
years after Doctor Long of Georgia 
had performed his first ether opera- 
tion, but Doctor Morton had never 
heard of Long's work, for the latter 
physician's experiments were still un- 
known outside of the environs of the 
village of Jefferson. 


ORTON now made his first 
Me experiment on a human 

and he used himself for the 
subject. 

This is the dentist’s 
scription of his experiment: “*Tak- 
ing the tube and flask, and seat- 
ing myself in the operating chair 
[ commenced inhaling. I found the 
ether so strong that it partially suffo- 
cated me, but produced no decided ef- 
fect. I then saturated my handker- 
chief and inhaled it from that. I 
looked at my watch, and soon lost con- 
sciousness. As I recovered, I felt a 
numbness in my limbs, with a sensa- 
tion like nightmare, and I would have 
given the world for someone to come 
and arouse me. I thought for a mo- 
ment I should die in that state, and 
the world would only pity or ridicule 
my folly. At length I felt a slight 
tingling of the blood in the end of my 
third finger, and made an effort to 
touch it with my thumb, but without 
success. At a second effort I touched 
it, but there seemed to be no sensa- 
tion. I gradually raised my arm and 
pinched my thigh, but I could per- 
ceive that sensation was imperfect. I 
attempted to rise from my chair, but 
fell back. Gradually, I regained pow- 
er over my limbs, and full conscious- 
ness. I immediately looked at my 
watch and found that I had been in- 
sensible between seven and eight min- 
utes. Delighted with the success of 
my experiment, I immediately an- 
nouncd the result to persons employed 
in my establishment, and waited im- 
patiently for someone upon whom I! 
could make a fuller trial.” 

Morton's experiment on Morton hap- 
pened in September, 1846. Quoting 
from a publication of Morton's day, it 
is told that “Toward the evening of 
the same day (the same the dentist 
experimented on himself) Doctor Mor- 
ton heard a timid ring of his office 
Goorbell. The visitor proved to be a

Shrink- 
ing from the operation, he inquired 
anxiously of Doctor Morton if he 
could mesmerize. ‘I didn’t exactly 
tell him that I could; neither did I 
say that I could not,’ said Doctor Mor- 
ton, ‘for I was very anxious for a pa- 
tient.” Doctor Morton saturated his 
handkerchief with pure ether, and 
gave it to his patient, asking him to 
breathe upon it. Unquestioning aa a 
child, the latter obeyed, and almost 
immediately became unconscious, 
when, while a Doctor Hayden, Mor- 
ton’s assistant, held the lamp, Mor- 
ton extracted a firmly-rooted bicuspid 
tooth. As it came out the patient 
turned as white as a sheet of paper, 
and slid from the chair to the floor. 
‘I never saw a body with breath in it 
look more like a corpse,’ is Morton's 
account. Seconds seemed ages while 
his patient lay there as if in the em- 
brace of death. A fearful dread seized 
his heart lest he might have sent that 
soul into eternity. With trembling 
hands, while the perspiration stood in 
great drops on his brow, Morton seized 
his patient by the collar, raised him at 
arm’s length, where he hung a mo- 
ment as straight asa fish, when, losing 
his hold, the patient dropped into the 
chair with a bound which inflated his 
lungs and started the circulation; the 
color returned to his face, and imme- 
diately he shouted ‘Glory!’ He proved 
to be a good Methodist. ‘And I want- 
ed to cry “Glory hallelujah!’’ with 
him,’ said Doctor Morton. ‘There was 
not a dry thread on me, I had been so 
thoroughly frightened, supposing he 
was dead.’ ’’ 


ORTON was certain he had

Simpiy stopped breathing as it lay in 
its crib at George Washington Univer- 
Sity Hospital. The child's mother. 
Bearby—perhaps through some 
Strange sixth sense given to mothers 
«——felt that some tragedy had befallen 
her baby. although it was too far away 
from her for her to be able to know 
that it had stopped breathing 

She called a nurse, who found that 
Both heart and lung action had 
Stopped.

Thus the 
“Charge of the Light Brigade’ might 
be ‘Light Brigade C. O. D.,” or per- 
haps ‘‘The Cash and Carry of the Light 
Brigade.”’ Then there is that melodi- 
ous masterpiece of Edgar Allan Poe, 
which read henceforth ‘“Quoth the Ra- 
dio, Nevermore.” 

‘But in other cases the poem has got 


to be overhauled throughout. There 
is something in the environment it 
represents that does not correspond to 
the life that the children see today. 
I'll give an example. There was, when 
I was young, a poem that everybody 
knew and ioved, that ran: 


I remember, I remember 
The house where I was born 
And the little window where the sun 
Came peeping in at morn. 
ote., Ote., ee. 


I needn’t quote the rest of it. The 
essential thought is in the lines above. 
But alas! The poem is dropping out; 
it no longer fits. Here, however, is a 
revised version that may keep it going 
for years: 


I wish I couid remember 

The house where I was born 

And the little window where perhaps 
The sun peeped in at morn. 


But father can’t remember 

And mother can’t recal! 

Where we lived in that December— 
If it was a house at all. 


It may have been a boarding house 
Or family hotel, 


A flat or else a tenement. 
It’s very hard to tell 


There is only one thing certain from 
my questioning ae yet, 
Wherever I was born, it was a matter 

of regret. 


That, I think. reproduces more or 
less the spirit of the age. If some- 
one would just put it into really good 
up-to-date poetry—without any rhyme 


in it, and with no marks of feet in it, 


and without putting it into lines—it 
might go into any present-day an- 
thology. 

But iet me, in my own halting and 
imperfect way, try another one. There 
used to be—either for recitation or 
for singing—a very pathetic poem 
about a little girl begging her father 
to ‘come home.’ The opening stanza 
ran: 

Father, dear father, come home with 
me now; 


“Oh, father, dear father, why won't you go out? 
“Why sit here and spoil all the fun?” 


The clock in the steeple strikes one. 

You promised, dear father, that you 
would come home 

As soon as your day’s work was done. 


The scene, of course, was laid on 
the other side of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. The picture that went with the 
song showed, from the outside, a little 
tavern, or saloon, with curtained win- 
dows and a warm red \Ilight behind 
them. Out in‘the snow was the girl, 
singing. And father was in behind the 
red curtains. And he wouldn't come 
out! That was the plot. Father's 
idea was that he would stay right 
where he was—that it had home 
beaten four ways. 

Now all of that is changed. The 
little lighted tavern is gone. Father 
stays at home, and the children of to- 
day have got to have the poem re- 
cast so as to keep as much of the 
pathos as may be, but with the scene 
reversed. Here it is, incomplete, per- 
haps, but suggestive: 


FATHER, DEAR FATHER, GO OUT. 


Oh, father, dear father, why won't you 
gO out? 
Why sit here and spoil all the fun? 


We took it for granted you'd beat it.

With you in the parlor, the boys are

that are scarcely known to the chil- 
dren of today. A case in point is 
Longfellow’s ‘“‘Village Blacksmith.’’ In 
this the poet tells us that under the 
spreading chestnut tree the village 
smithy stands, and adds that the chil- 
dren love to look in at the door and 
catch the sparks by the hatful. 

All this, I fear, must be altered 
from top to bottom. There is no 
smithy now, and no horses to be shod 
and no sparks, and many children 
don’t ever wear hats. Even the old- 
fashioned sing-song rhyme gets tire- 
some to a modern ear. The whole 
poem must be recast to suit the times. 
I should propose putting it into what 
is called free verse, something as fol- 
lows: 

THE MAIN STREET GARAGE 

FREE AIR 


On the corner of the main street 
stands the principal garage. 

The garage man is a man of singu- 
lar muscular development. 

Children coming home from school 
like to watch him punch the gasoline.
